The Central Verein Deutscher Staatsburger jiidischen Glaubens invited 
Christian and Jewish ministers to a meeting, at which the attitude taken 
by the different denominations against. anti-Semitism was explained. 
Pastor Dr. G. Dietrich condemned anti-Semitism from a logical, moral, and 
religious point of view. It was said the Jews made the revolution. If 
afew Jews did participate, it was only the poor and depressed. The 
Jewish religion stood for-the preservation of the State and for authority. 
Bad elements and war profiteers were to be found on all sides. Those 
who attacked Jews most, wished to distract attention from themselves. 
The assertion that Jews were not productive could not stand investigation. 
Apart from the scientific work of the Jews, from Spinoza to Einstein, the 
Jews had given them the old Testament and the foundation of all true 
culture and piety. . 

Pastor Bittinger said that their German Jewish co-citizens had for 
centuries a common life of culture with them. Thus they ought to have 
equal rights, as they were a valuable part of the German nation. Anti- 


Semitism was detrimental to the public welfare. It was said that German 


culture became Jewish, but Jewish culture was avery good ferment. They 
were not becoming “Jewish,” but ‘ Russian.” Anti-Semitism was to-day 
mostinopportune. Hatred of Germany was paramount in the whole world. 
On the contrary a strong body of citizens, irrespective of creed, should be

_Immiczent Expulsions of Fast-Eurofean Jews. 
JEWISH ASSIMILANTS’ TREACHERY. 

According to trustworthy reports, the new Austrian Christian-Social 


Government is already taking steps with a view to expelling from Vienna 


the Jews from Eastern Europe, or, as they are termed in official parlance, 
the Jewish refugees. What is still more shameful is that it has been 
ascertained that this anti-Semitic measure has not only the support of a 
group of Viennese Jewish assimilators, but that it has actually been urged 


and provoked by them. ‘The gronp consists of bankers and assimilators: 
of the “Union Israelite” who have contributed the largest part. of the 
election expenses for the great German anti-Semitic Christian-Social — 
party, soas to bring about the defeat « f the Social-Democratic party. In. 


consideration of this financ‘a! assistance, the .successfal anti-Semitic 
parties pledged themselves to amend a whole series of social laws and 


reforms which had bcen passed by. the previous. Government. The’ 


amendments are, of conrse, to be in the interests of the capitalist sections 
of the community, among whom the Jewish bankers form a by no means 


Moreover, the pew anti-Semitic Government is to carry out 
energetically the expulsion of all East-Kuropean Jews from Vienna and. 
from Austria altogether. But the Government, tearing publ c opinion 


abroad and especially anxious not to give offence.to the Allied Powers, 


recently announced that it will issue the expulsion order only upon 


receipt of a written request from the above-mentioned Jewish group, so 
as to be able t justify its action before the Allied Powers by saying that 
the measure had. been taken by the Government at the express desire of 
the native Jewish population. The Viennese assimilators thereupon 
declared that they are prepared to take the disgrace upon themselves, 
and will submit the required written request to the Government. Hence 


} several thousand Jewish’ families are once more faced with the danger of 
being driven out of the country in mid-winter. 
Among those Austrian Jews who have emaineipated themsclves from 


the Wea of assimiliation, this treacherous attitude of the assimilating 
Jewish financial clique has avoused a storm of indignation. It is of the 
utmost necessity that the Governments of the East-Enropean countries 
should Le in. ormed of this proposed infringement of the Peace Treaty of 


St. Germain which has been praftitally decided upon, so that the- 


Austrian Government may once and for all be properly instructed by 
competent authorities to the effect that the peaceful citizens of Galicia 
and Hungary now residing in Vienna are rot to be regaided as mere 
pawns to be recklessly shifted about from place to place. For, according 
to the terms of the Peace Treaty, signed and ratified by Austria, citizens 
of the new nationalities are to be allowed free sojourn and movement on 
Austrian territory, and no one has the right to prevent them from 
doing so. | |

Jewish Students Expelled from Budapest University. 


In the Hungarian Parliament, the Deputy, Georg Varsady Balogh, 

interpellated the Government regarding the ill-treatment of Jewish 
students at the University. The Education Minister, Dr. Haller, made 
an evasive rephy, and, stung by interruptions, declared that Jewish 
students had provoked the attacks by their attitude and by shouting to 
Hungarian students : ‘Weshali hang you as soon as we are again masters 
of Hungary.” ‘TheJewish Deputy, Paul Sandor, having doubted the tr ath 
of this statement and demanded proofs, the Minister promised that 
investigations would be made. During Depnty Balogh’s speech, news 
reached Parliament that riots had oecurred at the University. Jewish 
students were beaten and expelled. It is established that of one thousand 
eight hundred Jewish, students who applied for admission to the Medical 
Faculty of the University, only two hundred and fourteen were adinitted ; 

among them one hundred and forty are baptised.

Sir,—For over fifteen years the Jews’ Free School has made no- 


appeal to the generosity of the Jewish Community, but has maintained 
its high standard of education, in the larger sense of the word, with the 
help of a small number of friends. 

Owing to expenses inereasing in every direction, the time has arrived 
when the Free School can no longer do without the support of a wider 
public if it is to continue its activities on the same scale as a Jewish non- 
provided school. Over twothousand children are now in daily attendance 
for whom religious instruction is provided on Sundays, and a play centre 


is open four nights a week with more than seven hundred children on its 


roll. A School Care Committee, supported from private funds, assists the 


children, where necessary, to obtain spectacles, clothes and boots. 

‘In addition, the cammittee of the school have been obliged to 
undertake an expenditure of over £1,709 for repairs to the outside of the 
buildings to prevent the decay of the structure, the London County 
Council being responsible for the inside. 
annual charge for pensions for retired teachers and substantial future 
liabilitiesin this direction, which are, however, restricted to members of 
the staff who were appointed before the year 1898

The death of Mrs. Clara Samuel, widow of the late Mr. Edwin Louis 
Samuel, brother of the first Lord Swaythling, occurred on Monday at the 
residence of her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Dennis E. Samuel. She was 
within three months of her eighty-fourth birthday. She had survived 
her husband forty-three years. 


Mrs. Samuel was a daughter of the late Mr. Yates, of tiversoel, where 
her husband in 1850 founded a banking business, and when he removed 
to London he virtually founded the business of Samuel, Montagu and 
Co. The deceased lady was the mother of Sir Herbert Samuel, the High 
Commissioner for Palestine; Sir Stuart Samuel, President of the Deputies 
of British Jews and of the Home and Hospital for Incurables; Mr. 

tilbert E. Samuel, President of the Aged Needy Society; and Mrs. 
Marion H. Spielmann, She personally took no share in communal work, 
but was keenly interested in the public activities of her sons. When 
Sir Herbert and Sir Stuart held seats in the House of Commons, she was 


- wont to speak of herself as the Mother of Parliament. Mrs, Samuel was 
devoted, too, to her grandchildren, of whom two in particular, Dr. Percy 


Spielmann, and Miss May Spielmann, the writer, have made distinguished 
names for themselves. She was throughout her life a pious and most 
observant Jewess. 

The funeral took place on Wednesday, and was attended mainly by 
the numerous members. of her family, including her nephew, the 
Secretary of State for India.

MR. MONTEFIORE AND THE “SPECTATOR.” 


A letter signed by Mr. Claude G. Montefiore appeared in last Saturday’s 
_ Spectator, which (says the Jewish World), is typical of the moral (or is 
it mental ?) twist thatdistinguishes that gentleman. 
as we pointed out last week, that a correspondent of the Spectator, Dr. 
Clarke, & notorious anti-Semite, sent to that paper six quotations, all of 
them designed to show that Jews hold themselves aloof from their fellow 
citizens and regard themselves as a body opposed to the interests of 
Iingland. Mr. Montefiore was among those whom Dr. Clarke quoted, and 
he, therefore, writes to defend himself for saying that “if Christendom 
abandons the folly and the wickedness of anti-Semitism, Jewry will be 
willing to think more accurately and more wisely about the founders and 
the sacred books of Christianity.” Mr. Montefiore pleads that ‘average 
men will be inclined to doubt the originality or moral perfection of a 
teaching which claims to be a gospel of love, but the adherents of which 
constantly persecute and hatethem.” He also defends the late Mr. Arthur 
Cohen, K.C., for saying that Judaism is a religion for a particular race, by 
saying that although he does not agree with what Mr. Cohen said, “a 
galaxy of distinguished Englishmen would be glad to testify to the English 
patriotism of that great lawyer.” | | | 
Thus far, there is no great objection to what Mr. Montefiore has to 
say. But when he comes to the other quotations—one from the Jewish 
iVorid and three from letters addressed to the JEWISH CHRONICE—on the 
ancient Pharasaic principle that no good thing can come out of Gallilee, he 
_ dismisses them (he says 3, 4, and 5, but he obviously means 3, 4, 5, 
and 6) as merely the inconsiderable emanations of Zionism and Jewish 
_ Nationalism, which he tells the Spectator he “ deplores and dislikes.” He 
goes on to say that Zionism and Jewish Nationalism are themselves the 
children of anti-Semitism—a patent fallacy that has been corrected so 
many times that one would suppose even a man with Mr. Montefiore’s 
gift of hanging on to untruth would have been disposed to state it with 
something less than his irritating manner of papal infallibility. He says 
that the mass of English Jews cannot be made responsible for the 
blatant nonsense of a few Zionist extremists. Yet he has the temerity 
to wish tosaddle English Jews with responsiblity for the blatant nonsense 
of a handful of extreme assimilationists like himself! By, 
| JEWS AS ENGLISHMEN. 
But what right (asks the Jewish World) has Mr. Montefiore to plead for 
love instead of hate towards those not of ourselves, as he does in the 
Spectator? Why, so embittered is Mr. Montefiore against anything like 
_ Lionism or Jewish Nationalism, or, indeed, anyone whois opposed to him 
upon any of his ideas in regard to Jewish doctrine or teaching, that, 
-as we have said, he condemns them out of hand. He did not, for instance, 
stop to see thatthe quotation taken by Dr. Clarke from the Jewish World 
was virtually a misquotation, or that, as we explained last week, the 
words were part of an argument designed to show--precisely what 
Mr. Montefiore claims—that it is ridiculous and absurd in the 
extreme to sufgest that a Jew true to his Judaism, true to his racial 
obligations, keeping himself separate as a Jew, cannot be a true English- 
maninthe sense of being a completely worthy citizen of this country. 
Our argument was used to counter the arrant nonsense of the Spectator’s 
contention that Jews, by reason of being Jews, are not. complete citizens 
—identically what Mr. Montefiore says. Yet, in his blind, unthinking 
. bigotry, because the argument was ours, he calls it“ blatant nonsense.” 
That is, of course, because the Jewish World supports Jewish 
Nationalism and opposes his attacks upon and manceuvres against tradi- 
tional Judaism. 
him on a level for honesty with the Spectator’s original correspondent, Dr. 
Clarke, just as his reference to Jewish Nationalism and Zionism is a sure 
index of his true Jewish feeling. How far, too, does the invocation which 
he makes in his letter for love in place of hate, coming from such a mad 
hater as he is—and a hater of his own people be it noted—raise his plea 
above mere cant and hypocrisy? At least he leayes himself open to be, 
told to practise what he preaches. The sentence in which he tells the 
Spectator that Russian-born Jews. cannot feel as “we English Jews,” 
gives the key to his mentality. He resents—and quite rightly—the 


_Spectator’s suggestion about Jews being incomplete citizens, by a. 
reminder of the English Jews who flocked to the colours at the outbreak 


of war. Among those English Jews, however, does Mr. Montefiore suppose 
there were no Zionists or Jewish Nationalists? Possibly he does. But 
atleast he must have heard that there were Russian Jews who at the 
same time as English Jews were joining up here, were flocking to the 


Russian colours in comradeship of arms with the forces of this country. — 
What a very silly, narrow-minded outburst (concludes the Jewish World), - 


when we come to think about it,was Mr. Montefiore’s letter to the 
Spectator, to be sure ! | |

SOME FISH RECIPES. 


Here are some useful recipes for cooking fish—a valuable adjunct in 
the Jewish household that is necessarily barred from several foods of 
which, in the Jewish ménage, fish is virtually the only substitute. | 


Fish PUDDING. 


REQUIRED: Fish (cold, boiled) 4 1b., rice (cold, cooked) 2 oz., grated 
rind of a lemon, lemon-juice 2 teaspoonsful, chopped parsley, 2 
dessertspoonsful, 2 eggs, and enough milk to mix into a thick 


creamy batter. 

METHOD.—Chop the fish finely, add the rice, lemon-juice and rind. 
Season to taste and add the well-beaten yolks of the eggs, parsley, and 
milk, and lastly the whites of the eggs beaten toa stiff froth. Turn intoa 
well-greased basin and steam for 2 hours. Serve with any tasty sauce. 


FILLET OF SOLE A LA FRANCAISE: 


REQUIRED; 2 small soles filleted, grated cheése 1 oz., white sauce 
1} gills, 1 white of egg (stiffly beaten), short pastry. 


METHOD.—Line thinly some round patty tins with short-pastry, and — 


bake in a moderate oven for about 15 minutes; putting a piece of crust of 


bread or. some grains of rice in each tin to prevent the pastry rising inthe — 


middle. Fold the fillets a little smaller than the pastry cases, place on a 
‘buttered baking tin, sprinkle with salt and pepper, cover with a buttered 
paper, and bake in a slow oven. Then bring the white sauce to the boil, 
and put a teaspoonful of this into each pastry case, and a fillet 0? sole on. 


top. Mix the cheese and stiffly whipped white of egg with the rest of the — 


sauce. Cover the fish with this mixture and bake in the oven until 


N.B.—Fillets of whiting or plaice can be used instead of sole; or a couple . 


of teaspoonfuls of any cold boiled fish does equally well. 


REQUIRED: Cold cooked fish §lb., breadcrumbs 20z., minced onion 2 

tablespoonsful, butter 40z., milk gill, chopped parsley 1 tea-. 
spoonful, 1 egg (a dried one will do), brown crumbs. 

_. METHOD.— Cover a greased cake tin with brown crumbs. Melt the 

butter in a saticepan, and fry the minced onion and parsley, Mix this. 

with ali the other ingredients. Season’ carefully with salt and pepper. 


Pour the mixture into the cake tinand bake in a moderate ovén for three- 


quarters of an hour. Turn out and serve with white sauce. 


FISH EN CASSEROLE. 


- Take 1 1b. of filleted cod or hake, cut it into strips and dredge with - 
flour salt and pepper. Put it into a casserole with 2 small sliced onions — 
‘(which previously have been lightly fried) half'a pound of tomatoes, half 
‘a pint of fish stock, and 1 oz. margarine. 


Bring to the boil and then cook 


- gently on the side of the stove or in a moderate oven for about half-an- 


hour. Serve in the casserole. 


Mounps (Suitable for an invalid). 


REQUIRED: Fish (cooked) 4 tablesponfuls, breadcrumbs 1 table- 


spoonful, margarine 1 oz:, milk 3. tablespoonfuls, parsley 
(chopped) 2 tablespoonfuls, one egg, and seasoning. — 


METHOD.—Remove all skin and bone from the fish, put in a basin and | 
‘mash it finely with a fork. Add the crumbs, warmed margarine, parsley, 
milk, and seasoning and mix well. Beat the white of egg to a stiff froth | 
} and stir it in lightly.

To the “Jewish Quarterly Review,” vol. xi., No, 2. (Macmillan), 
Dr. A. Hirsch contribates an interesting study of Isaiah xiv., 22, How 
art thou fallen from heaven, O day star, soa of the moruing!” There is 
a consensus of opinion, ays Dr. Hirsch, that the expression in the 
oridinil Hebrew, J2 denotes the morning star. This meaning 
is attached to the word by the older versions. The Targum renders it 
N733, the term by which that planct is. usually designated. The old 
commentators accep ed that rendering, which holds the field to the 
present day. 

There can be no doubt, continues Dr. Hirseh, that 22°" here is derived 
from “‘to light, to’ sparkle.” It has that meaning in the Aal in Job 
29, BL, 999 12 YAS, awhen shined above my head, and in the 
Hiphii in isatvh, iB. & shall net give thor dight; Jeb, 
31, 26, the sun when it shines; Abid. 14, 10, Aash forth

The metaphorin Isaiah, xiv., f2, “son of the morning,” is meant to 
describe a heavenly body, that outshines all others, and is therefore 
applicd to a king. who dominates over and subjugates all others, an 
overlord who las brought the whole world to his. feet. 1b is, therefore, 
that it isa apt figure te compare such a eo quoror with 
that star, which is: stil brilliant in’ the ot when all other stars 
have lost their light on become invisiblo. This is further thought to be 
Cl linched by the apposition We 72 “the ‘son of the dawn, the son of the 
qnorning.” Is not Venus the star which retains its brilliance after all 
others have beon darkened? 

Nevertheless, Dr. Hirsch maint ains, the translation of 33°" by

LIV.—PARABLES. 


My DEAR Cousin, 

I have just finished reading the first three books of the New Testa- 
ment, and if has been borne in upon me more and more that they are 
nothing but Jewish Midrashin. Anyone who is at all acquainted with 
Rabbini¢ literature must realise that the structure and the aim of these 
three books are exactly those of any Midrash. Perhaps the most 
striking similarity between the two is to be found in the uso of 
parables. Don’t you remember the passage in the book of Matthew 
where it is said of Jesus, “without a parable spake he nothing unto 
them”? The old Rabbis likewise had recourse to the parable on all 
occasions. They had great faith in parables as instruments of education. 
But parables had been long known among Jews; and the oldest parts of 
Jewish literature furnish illuminating examples. You will, of course, at 


once think of Jotham’s parable of the trees chosing a king; how they - 


asked the olive, the vine, and the fig trees to rule over them, and how, 
when thege refused, they approached the bramble. 
One can well understand that public speakers trying to impress a 


multitude should drive their lessons home by means of parables. The 
masses Can understand a homely homily; they prefer that to deep reason-_ 


ing. Logical exposition is all very well for learned academies, but if you 


want to reach the heart of the common crowd you must speak to it in 
the language of everyday life. Do you not recall. the parableof the 
members and the body that Shakespeare puts into the mouth of Menenius 


_ Agrippa in his “Coriolanus?” It was.a true touch. The common man 
likes a story to-day no less than centuries ago; and the rabbis who- 
inculcated their moral lessons by means of stories showed that — 


clearly understood how to @eal with the multitude. 
Reviewing the New Testament parables, I call to mind those in 
‘Rabbinic literature. A complete collection of the parables, fables, and 


allegories in the Talmud woald make pleasant reading even to-day. I. 


have been struck by the fact that so many of the stories in the well- 
known collection of Ais: »p's fables are to be foundin the Talmud. Some are 
used for the purpose of pointing a religious moral; others merely for the 
story. Among the latter I cannot help menticning thetale of the fox and 


the lion who were passengers on a ship, and who came across the |. 
collector of customs in the person of the ass. The ass demanded the 


customs dues; the fox replied that he could not be expected to pay, since 


he was travelling in the company of the king. The ass insisted, so the 


lion tore him in pieces, and handed over the limbs to the fox to be dealt 
with. Brother Fox immediately consumed the heart of the ass as being a 


rare dainty ; and when the king of beasts, as he gazed on the limbs before | 
him, demanded where the heart was, the sly fox replied that the ass 


apparently had had no heart, since he had demanded toll from the lion. 
I cannot explain why I like this story, but I do. I believe it is one 


of the numerous fox fables associated with the name of Rabbi Meir, who 
: was famed for his collection of three hundred. Only a few, however, are 


still extant, and I eannot forbear telling you another. A hungry lion met 
a fox, whom he was about to consume, when the fox pleaded that he 
could lead his lord toa much more succulent morsel than a mere fox. 
He pointed out to him a man, but the danger was that an open grave 
stood between the lion and his new prey. The lion looked somewhat 


-doubtfally at the grave, but the fox assured him that it would be quite 


safe, since, if he were guilty of evil, not he, but his children and his 
children’s children would be punished. Encouraged by the smooth words 


_ of the fox, the lion jumped, and fell headlong into the grave... From the 


bottom of the pit he complained to the fox, who explained to him that in 


all probability his grandfather had been guilty of evil, and therefore he’ 
‘must bear the punishment. With this sad doctrine the lion cried out, 


“The fathers have eaten sour grapes, and the childten’s teeth are set 
on edge.” I can well understand how the lesson must have gorie home to 
a crowd of country boors. 

But I must return to the parables. Some of them are exceedingly 
touching, as, for instance, the story of a king who had an only daughter 
whom he loved dearly, so much so ‘that he could not bring himself to part 


from her. The princess grew up and reached marriageable age, and, 
while the father was glad, his giadness was tinctured with sadness, 


because of-the thought of his having to let her go. In due course she 
married, and on her wedding day the king turned to his son-in-law and 
said: “I eannot expect you to leave me my daughter, but, on the other 


hand, it is simply impossible for me to.be without her. Do me a favour, — 


therefore, and wherever you go have a spare room ready for me, so that 


Imay be near her.” The rabbi who told his audience this story went on. 


to point the moral. God is the King, the Torah is His daughter, and 
Israel is His son-in-law. God cannot part from the Torah, nor can He 
expect Israel to give up his bride. So God said: “Make Me a sanctuary 
that I may dwell in your midst.” Don’t you agree that this is exceed- 


ingly attractive as an appeal for building.Houses of Pray er? 


Here is another parable, to bring home to the masses the need of the 
Oral Law to accompany the written. There was once a rich man who 
had two friends, both of whom he loved as the apple of his eye. One 
day, before going on a journey, he gave each of them a gift, consisting of 
corn and wool. The one friend took the corn, ground it into flour and 


baked bread, and the wool he spun into a beautiful tablecloth. But the 


second friend took the corn and the wool and kept them by him just as 
he had received them. In due course the giver of the gifts reached home 
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and, calling both his friends to him, asked what they had done with their 


gifts. The first invited him to eat bread on a beautiful tablecloth; the ' 


second was silent. The first received praise on account of his wisdom ; the 
second was blamed for his lack of thought. Soitis with the Torah. To 
retain it as it stands is to follow the example of the second friend in the 
story, who was blamed and accounted foolish ; to explain it, claborate it, 
squeeze every ounce of meaning out of it—surely that is to follow the 
example of the first friend in the story, who baked his corn and spun his 
wool, and was accounted wise in the eyes of his fellows. 


“Repent one day before your death.” This famous saying was 


elaborated by Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai by means of a parable. A 
king once invited his servants to a feast, but specified no time, Some of 
them thinking that a king can have a meal prepared quickly, put on their 
festal garments and came to the palace in good time. But there were 
other servants who argued that as no hour had been specified for the 
feast there was no need tohurry; and so they went about their daily. 
vocations in their every-day clothes, hoping that when the summons to 

the feast came there would be time enough to prepare for it, But the. 
summons came unexpectediy, and the first servants were ready to answet 

the call in their best attire, while the others had to appear in their work- 


_ a-day clothes, not ready to participate in the feast. “So it is,” Rabbi 


Jochanan went on, “with human life. We never know when the call will 
come for life to cease. We should, therefore, be ready like the first 
servants in the parable, so that whenever the call comes we are prepared 
to answer it.” | | 

- Another parable that comes to my mind refers to the practice of 
charity. We are told that Rabbi Akiba was once discussing with Tinius 
Rufus, the Roman Proctrator, the question of giving charity, and the 
Roman declared that by being charitable one is really acting contrary to 
the wishes of God. “ Let me explain,” he said to Akiba. 
once angry with one of his servants, and he ordered him to be thrown 
into prison, where he was to receive no food, Another of the servants, 
being moved to pity for the poor wretch, gave him food. Would not such 
a@ one offend against the king? Soe if a man is poor, we must assume 
that God wishes him to be poor, and to be charitable to the man must 
obviously be acting contrary to the Divine wishes. Is it not so, Akiba?”. 
The Rabbi, giving the’ story a Jewish touch, answered the Roman in his 
own fashion. He said, “Let me give you my version of the story. A 
king was once angry with his only son, and he ordered him to be thrown 
into prison, there to remain without food. One of the servants, however, 
moved to pity at the sight, brought food to the young man. Do you mean. 


to say that such a one would have offended the king? Surely not; and ~ 
since human beings are the children of God, new can it. be wrong to 


help them?” 

Here is yet anothee stony. to illustrate the fact that some love God 
for love of God, and others merely fear Him.. A king once had two 
servants, of whom one loved and feared him, and the other only feared 


him. The king went away, and during his absence the first servant 
tended his garden, producing gay flowers and rejoicing in what he was 


producing against the coming of the king ; while the second servant did 
nothing. When the king returned he was gladdened at the sight of what 
the servant who loved him had done, but he looked with disappointment 


‘at the servant who merely feared him, who had done nothing. The Rabbi 


wanted to demonstrate that if men love God they have a double reward ; 
for that which they do for the love of God gives them pleasure, and they 
also enjoy God’s pleasure at what they do for Him. , 


I have often wished that our preachers of to-day would go back to the | 


custom of the old Maggidim and bring into their sermons something of 


’ the flesh and blood of life rather than the pale vapours of logic. Réanon 


is all very well, and the appeal to the mind is a necessity. But a still 


‘greater necessity is the appeal to the heart; and | have often observed 


poor preachers make an impression merely because they have spoken of 


the things that inter est men and women- of birth and death, of work and » 
play, of children and animals, of trees and flowers. I well remember the . 


advice given by the late Mr. Spurgeon to the student preacher, to wit, to 
make himself acquainted with real life, and not to be content with mere 
book-learning. No doubt the ideal would be to have a combination of the 
two, of book-learning tempe red with experience of life; but quite clearly 
the latter is preferable to ‘the former. After all, this is a truism which 
has been often insisted. on, you will remember, I am sure, Goethe’s 
classical version of it :— 
Grau, tourer, F reund, ist alle Theorie, 
Und griin des Lebens goldner Baum. | 

Lam pretty certain that the innate love of stories that is found in 
children is also found in grown-ups. Consider why it is that novels are 
so extensively read, and that the more realistic a story is, that is to say, 
the more true to life, the more popular it is likely to become. And is it 
not the same with a play? A play must needs have action, that is to say, 
it must depict actual life, and those plays have the strongest appeal 
which have most plot. The plot’s the thing, not the speeches, nor even 
the sentiments, nor yet the studies in character. And if a novel that is 
full of incident is full of interest, and a p'ay that has a plot appeals to the 
onlooker, surely the same holds good of a sermon. The Hebrew prophets 
must have realised this; are not the most-attractive parts of their 
writings the parables they enfold? I am thinking of Ezekiel in particular. 
I have always been moved by his parables. I can read them again and 
again with pleasure, and I can well understand bow their message went 
home. To-day, no less than in those far-off times, we want parables 
in abundance; we want human life touched upon, elaborated, explained, 


analysed. The preacher's business is to preach Judaism, but he should 


do so in terms understood in the market place ; and the parables of the 
Rabbis will furnish excellent models. Our preachers should now and 
again give rein to their imagination. If only we hada few poet-preachers, 
1 am confident there would be fewer coraplaints that our young people do 


not come to Divine service, and do not take an interest in spiritual tenchiay. |

A PROMINENT representative Ukrainian Jew, who does not wish 


his name to be divulged owing to fear of personal danger 

which may ensue and who is at present on a visit to 

this country, has favoured the JEWISH CHRONICLE with a 

statement onthe position of affairs in the Ukraine, which not only 

confirms but adds to the terrible picture that has been presented 
from week to week in these columns. 

He opens his statement by pointing out that the events 

taking place in the Ukraine cannot be regarded as mere 

pogrom excesses with which the Jewish people are so familiar. 


‘The fact must be realised that during the last two years the Jewish © 


population of the Ukraine is being systematically, persistently 
- exterminated, evidently with the firm determination utterly to 
destroy this branch of the Jewish nation. The report of the Kieff 


Red Cross, dated October 2nd, 1919, concludes as follows: “ The 


general surrounding circumstances have given to the pogrom wave 


an unheard-of range of cruelty, bloodshed, tragic doom, and no 
escape. This wave has for its objective the entire annihilation of 
Ukrainian Jewry, and in several instances whole communities, men, 
women, and children, have been put to death.” Civilised humanity, 


engaged.in the task of liquidating a world war, passes by the 
exceptional phenomenon of the annihilation under its eyes of an 


incient civilised people, and, as it were, has no time to consider or . 


be really conscious of this terrible tragedy. 
WHOLESALE EXTINCTION. 
“The Ukrainian Jews, continued our informant, are placed in such cir- 


cumstances that they are deprived, on the pain of death, of all means of. 


- locomotion, and thus practically of communication with the outside world. 
‘It is thus almost impossible for them. to attract the attention of any 


influential forces who might help them. Thus, many a page of their gloomy. 


martyrology remains hidden, and the annihilation of communities only 
réaches us after the events bave occurred. The information which this 
statement presents does not take into account any unverified or vague 


rumours, and the number of deaths recorded are only those which appear : 
The hundreds; nay thousands, of — 


in the entries made by the registrars. 
Jews murdered on the railways and highroads during the last twenty- 


eight months, and buried in the fields, have never been officially recorded... 
On the railway. between Kharkoff and Odessa, between Kicff. and the 


Crimea, from Kamenetz-Podolsk to the Don, the frequency of these 
crimes evoked a protest, dated October 3rd, 1919, to General Denikin, 
signed by the respective heads of the “Union for the Regeneration of 
Russia” and the National Centre. The telegram said that on all roads, 
and especially railroads, Jewish passengers were forced to leave the 
trains ‘by soldiers and officers, and shot, and that this was producing 
increasing dissatisfaction and iil-feeling.

Zionists, nineteen Orthodox, five National Democrats, and only forty-five 
‘Socialists. And in the Russian Constituent Assembly, out of the seven Jewish 
members, six were Zionists, and in the Ukrainian Constituent Assembly 
all were Zionists. Zionism, it need not be emphasised, isanathema tothe 
Bolsheviks. Not a single leader of Ukrainian Bolshevism is a Jew. 
It must also be pointed out that in all the internecine strife that has 


taken place in the Ukraine, no repressive measures were ever directed 
against the peaceful population, which had taken no direct part in the 


struggle. The Polish and German population has been immune, which 
is a clear proof that it was an easy matter for the leaders to restrain their 
troops if they so desired. But, in the case of the Jews, it was the other 
way round. Not only were pogroms not suppressed, but they were

THE RELIGION OF THE PROPHETS.—I. 


‘* The Lord thy God will raise up unto thee a prophet from the midst of thee. 9 an 
Deut. xviti., 15. 


Prophetism, as the religion of the Prophets is sometimes called, is 


entirely built up on the religion of Moses, or Mosaism. Moses was the- 


first prophet in Israel, the first to whom a divine revelation was vouchsafed 
in any systematic fulness; and he it was who, in the words of the text, 
promised the perpetuation of Prophetism in Israel. The virtual father of 
the prophets, after Moses, was Samuel, who established a prophetic order 
—the schools of the prophets—in which men were instructed in prophetic 
oratory and solemn poesy. These disciples were termed “Sons of the 
Prophets.” They livedina community a simple, disciplined life, and had at 
their head a Father of the Prophets, such as Elijah and Elisha were called. 


But while Prophetism was not confined to the prophetic schools, notall the | 


disciples who were thus instructed rose to eminence as public speakers and 
teachers, Only those who were highly endowed with gifts of the soul 


_ stand forth as directly chosen ones, filled and inspired with the “Spirit of 


the Lord.” And there grew up, too, in the course of time, a number of 
false prophets—men who belonged to the prophetic order, but turned 
their knowledge and gifts to corrupt uses. With these we have no 
concern. 
like Micah, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekiel, who spoke in words of flame 
and never wearied of uttering warning denunciations. While the false 
prophets were satisfied to flatter the ruling powers, and were fully con- 


tented with things as they were, the true prophets had the courage | to 


parnee an opposite course. They were not afraid to 


DENOUNCE THE TEMPORAL SOVEREIGN, 


if he ruled wickedly ; they exposed the practices ef a debgsed and 
oe hypocritical priesthood, and they protested with all their might against 

the moral and religious degeneracy of the people among whom they lived. . 
In the conflict which they waged with evil they displayed a mental 


strength, a spirit of devotion, of resignation, self-sacrifice, and of fear- 
lessness, which have seldom been reached and never been surpassed by 
man; so that they are entitled to be numbered with the noblest heroes 


that adorn the pages of history. Tradition tells of the violent deaths - 
which several of these prophets met. The prophets were chiefly famous 
for the harangues they addressed to the people, and occasionally to 

monarchs, In these orations they- urged the obligations of morality, the — 
duty of. worshipping God and God only. They condemned idolatry and — 
immorality, they depicted the true course by which, both religiously and 


politically, the people could secure to themselves national duration 
They took up their stand wherever the people 
were assembled--in the temple, the market-place, and at the gates 
of the city. Often they vould repair to the Palace of the 


King, often gather around them the elders of the people, point. 1 


out their crimes, and depict to them the future that awaited them 
Sometimes they reduced their speeches to 


them to be read and copied. The prophets not only denounced. Often 
they would encourage and comfort their hearers, depicting a glorious 
future which presented a wonderful contrast to the actual world around 


them, and thus ne their audience in imaginatic n to other 
spheres. 


CLASSES OF PROPHETS 
meet us in the pages of Scripture. 
Samuel, Elijah and Elisha, of whom only their history is recorded. Of 
the other class Scripture has preserved their writings, and of all the 
prophetic writers Isaiah is indisputably the greatest. His utterances are 
replete with striking metaphors, strong antitheses. He pours forth a 
rushing tide of inspired eloquence, which breathes the most earnes; 
morality, a glowing enthusiasm for all that is God-like and good, a 
pride and unrighteousness.

‘Hezekiah, who reverently listened to his admonitions and was thus able 


Very different was the 
history of Jeremiah, whose career was contemporary with the good 
Josiah. But the effect of Josiah’s reforms passed away all too soon. On 
the accession of Jehoiakim to the throne, the anti-religious party became 
dominant in the State. At this juncture the King of Babylon appeared 


as victor on the battle-fleld: But the arrogance of the Kings of Judah | 


led them obstinately, and no less treacherously, to pursue an alliance 
with Egypt from which the downfall of the State was easily to be forc- 
seen. Jeremiah predicted. 


COMING DESTRUCTION, | 
but his warning voice was raised in vain; his only reward was the inflic- 


tion of stripes. “Again the prophét boldly enters the palace of the King, 
whom he rebukes for his injustice and covetousness. Boldly he presents — 


himself before the priests, who seek to take his life and succeed in 
banishing him from the “Temple of the Lord.” Then he causes his 


addresses to be read to the King, in whose presence the’ roll is cut in — 


pieces and burnt. He finds it necessary to remain in concealment. The 
succeeding King, Zedekiah, a weak sovereign, sought the prophet’s 
ounsel in many secret interviews, and would willingly have obeyed his 
i\dmonitions had it not been that the Egyptian party was all-powerful 
in their opposition to Jeremiah’s advice.

FIRST MEETING OF ELECTED ASSEMBLY. 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE CREATED. 


The First Elected Assembly of Palestine Jews met at Jerusalem on 


Thursday, October 7th. The meeting was held in the auditortum of the 
Alliance School, which was decorated with portraits of the King. Mr. 
Balfour, Zionist, leaders, and the Shield of the Twelve Tribes, with the 
Union Jack and Zionist flags intertwined. The delegates, most of 
whom were in native costumes, included twenty-five Yemenites, fifty-four 
Sephardim, forty-eight Hapoel Ha-Zair, sixty of the Achdut Haavoda, and 


representatives of the Colonists, the Non-Partisan, Citizens’ 


and Clerks’. Associations. 
Dr. Thon, President of the Provisional Council, preside d, and in the 


course of his address said that the fear had been expressed that this 


assembly would encourage the Arabs to form a similar one. This should 


be welcomed, as it would be conducive to better relations in dealing 


with the Arab representatives. He read letters of congratulation from 
the High Commissioner and the Zionist Organisation. 


both. The three builders of the country—the Mandatory power, the 
scattered Jewish people, and the small Yishub—must work together and 
be above all partisan strife. It was the duty of the Assembly to give the 
first impetus. 
- The Mayor of Jerusalem followed with an address of welcome in 
Arabic. As the Orthodox delegates had declined to attend on the ground 
of the method of election, it was unanimously decided to send them an 


earnest invitation. 


Mr. Yellin presided at the second day’s sitting, which was signalised 
by the arrival of the Mizrachi delegates. Mr. Blumenfeld ( Achdut Haavoda) 
presented a programme dealing with the organisation of Palestine Jewry, 
and the creation of its authorised agency. The election franchise was to 
be general, direct, secret, and proportional. The assembly was to. be 
changed every two years. It was to collect a gradual income and profit 
tax, and set up special institutions forimmigration and labour, and super- 
It was to collaborate 
with the administration as far as possible, and outside the Holy Land was 
found a safeguard for the interests of the Jewish People throughout the 
Diaspora. After a long discussion. the following articles of orgentantion 
were adopted :— 

The National: Committee is instructed to secure: the recognition of the 
Government for the Kiected Assembiy and its institutions. 


The Elected Assembly shall be empowered to fix the budget for the National 
Committee; and shall authorise the National Committee toc ‘oHect it. 


.. ‘Phe Elected: Assembly authorises the National Committee to work out rs 
general sc heme of taxation for the needs of the Y ishub, and to submit it to the 


next session of the Elected Assembly. 


The National Commifteeis authorised to work out elections statutesTor the | 
* Elected Assembly, communities, and colonies, and submit them before the next 


session of the Elected Assembly ; and to propose the statutes for the organisation 


of the communities. afl submit them at the next session of the Elected 
Assembly. 


All the statutes and res) usions promulgated by the National Committee to 
be submitted atthe next session must be published in the Pr ess a month before 
the time fixed for.that séssion. 

Mr. Schenkin, Director of the Immigration Department of the Zionist 
Commission, reported that in the past ten months, 6,500 immigrants had 
come to Palestine, of whom. 2,500 were Chaluzim, Eighty-five per cent. 
of the newcomers had found employment in the country. 

The following resolutions wére eyentually adopted :— 


Authority of the Zionist Organisation.—The Palestine Jewish Yishub 


recognises the authority of the World Zionist Organisatiom in all questions 
relating to the creation of the National Home.’ The Zionist Organisation should

. Jewish Law.—The Assembly empowers the National Committee to deter- 
mine, with the help of Rabbis and expert jurists, the applicability of Jewish 
Law, ‘and submit them before the second sitting of the Elected Aseembly. 

Nec essity for Jewish Battalions..-The Assembly recognises the necessity for 
the existence of Jewish Battalions, and authorises the National Committee to 


work for the maintenatrice of the First Judean ’’ Battalion and endeavour to 


enlarge it. 
Declaration to Arab People.—-The First Elected Assembly of Palestine 


Jews considers the maintenance of peace and friendship with the Arab people 


as.an urgent condition for the success of its. work, leading to the realisation of 
our national aspirations. The Jewish and Arab peoples, akin in race, language, 


and culture, will hasten their renascence and the renascence of the Orient | 


through common work and mutual assistance. The Elected Assembly instructs 
its National Committee to work in the spirit of this declaration.

THE EMIGRATION QUESTION. 


‘CONSTANTINOPLE [F.A.C,} 
October is proving very eventful for the emigration movement, not 


only to Palestine, but also to other parts of the world. During this’ 
month, Constantinople has had to deal with the largest number of’ 


refugees ever seen here. At present about 1,000 emigrants for Palestine 
have been registered at the office of the ‘“ Waad Haliah ” (of whom about 


700 are Chaluzim) besides some 200 for other parts of the world. ‘These — 
numbers are growing daily. New emigrants are pouring in, especially 


from South Russia and the Cancasus. Lately Bulgaria has furnished the 
bulk, as a big emigration movement to Palestine has started in that 


country. A great part of the emigrants speak Hebrew, have some idea of 


agriculture, and they are quite willing to do spade work, though they 


have, many of thvm, other professions. Some days ago, a delegation of’ 


the Agricultural Society, which bears the name of * Herzl,” in Sofia, 
arrived here on their way to Palestine, where they intend to start work. 


Another new element in the emigration to Palestine are Sephardic Jews. 
from Asia Minor, who have fled from the horrors of the Kemalist bands. 


and have sought refuge here. They ere an especially good element, hard 
workers, and the majority of them are agriculturalists, wine producers, 


etc. Recently, the British authorities granted permission for 340: 


Mr. Ussishkin, head 
of the Zionist Commission, said that though the Assembly had neither — 


political nor financial power, it had a moral strength which outweighed . 
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emigrants to proceed to Palestine; they are now waiting for the next 
opportunity toleave. Among them are some wealthy Russian Jews, who 
intend to form a Co-operative Society. Unfortunately, the “ Waad 
Haliah,” the authoritative body for the emigration to Palestine, is being 
neglected, apparently, by the Zionist authorities, who have 80 far not 
supporte d this institution with financial aid. It has done excellent work 
since its inception, and, to render the work more. easy, the Zionist 
Information Office amalgamated with it recently. Had the Russian 
Zionists not created this office four months ago, the situation would have 
been more acute that it is at present. 

Another regrettable fact is that the “Waad Haliah” was not even 
invited to the Conference of tbe ‘ Waad Halias,” which was held on the 
15th October in. Vienna. The “ Waad Haliah” is working in close 

co-operation with the Jewish Emigrant Aid Office, the office dealing 
with emigration: to the other parts of the world, and this collaboration 
has already shown good results. 

In view of the great lack of housing, a great part. of the Chaluzim 
have been accommodated in the colony “ Messilah Hadassah,” situated in 
the vicinity of Constantinople. It is propose i to estab‘ish there a great 
‘agricultural training centre” for Palestinian emigrants. ‘The “Ica,” to 
Whom the colony belongs, has already. given its consent. Practical 
courses in house-building, road- buiiding, etc., have also noon, opened by 
persons acquainted w ith conditions in Pale stine.

Nobody in the East End grudges Mr. Maurice Moncoviteh his great 
success on the English stage. His admirers, and they are many, are 
rather proud of his achievement. But his desertion of the Yiddish stage 
has undoubtedly saddened Ghettoland. Since he left the Pavilion Theatre 
many attempts haye been made to retain the place as the home of Jewish 
drama, but without success. The Pavilion Theatre is now converted into 
a regular picture show, and there is no likelihood of its becoming again the 
home of Yiddish drama. That, however, does not mean that a Yiddish 
theatre in London is doomed for ever. Asa matter of fact many projects 
are in the air for the establishment of a permanent Jewish theatre in the 


_ Kast End, and of the many schemes under contemplation one at least 


appears to be making headway. 


The concert last Monday evening at the People’s Palace in aid of 
the Jewish Hospital deserved all the support, and more than, it obtained. 
- New as this institution is, it has already become an imporfant factor in 
East End Jewish life. The concert was organised by the No. 1 Branch of 
the London Jewish Hospital Association, which is under the patronage 
of Mr, Balfour, whose name never fails to awaken the deepest emotions 
in Jewry. The concert took place on the first of November, and one 
could not help associating the occasion with the second of November. 
Encouraged by its previous successes, the Jewish National Fund 
Commission is planning a third bazaar in aid of that great national insti- 


tution which is destined to play so important a part in the reconstruction — 


of Palestine. Ata well-attended Conference held last week, it was decided 


to book the People’s Palace ‘for 19th June, 1921, to last till the 28th. An > 


Exeeutive Committee was immediately elected to proceed with the 
elaboration of the various details connected with the undertaking. 


The meeting at the Premierland last Sunday with the object of 


securing united Jewish effort in connection with the Insurance Act against 
unemployment, was a great success. Itis not often that the Jewish Trade

‘Thank God that the sanity of Englishmen at large is not influenced by 
every malignant invention, but insiduous influences, continuously brought 


to bear, do encourage false notions that eventually become embedded in» 


a people’s nature. With a proud consciousness that he has a definite 
mission-to fulfil. as: the bearer of God’s word to the nations, the Jew has 
hesitated to respond to attacks which he feels are unreasoning § anti-

CONFERENCE ON TR ANSMIGRATION PROBLE MS.. 
Under the auspices of the Board of Guardiansa conference, represent- 


_ ative of all sections of the Community, was held on Sunday to consider 


the best means of coping with the many problems arising from the stream 
of Jewish transmigrants passing through Liverpool from Eastern Europe 
to Canada and the United States. 

Mr. L. GOLLIN, President of the Board, was in the Chair. He said 
that while during the war the large emigration from Eastern Europe had 
ceased and the small balance of the Russo-Jewish Relief Fund was at 
the disposal of the Board, the stream of transmigration through Liver- 


“pool had begun again since the last summer, and was daily assuming 


larger proportions, I¢ was clear that they had to do all in their power to 
facilitate the journey of these transmigrants, and see that none should” 
have to return to the lands they were leaving, by reason of being unable 
to satisty the requirements of the authorities in regard to the standard of 
health or other regulations. The question was really one for the whole of 
Anglo-Jewry, and he was certain that London and the other provincial 
communities would render assistance. The Rev. 1. Raffalovich addressed 
the conference on the work that was already being done, While 


‘most of the travelicrs had means ef their own, almost in every case 


they required advice to prevent their falling into the hands of swindlers.

School Boys. 
LONDON COUNTY CG SOUNCIL GRANT OF ‘£1 ,000. 

The Special Schools Sub-Committee of the London County Council 
have had under consideration an application from the managers of the 
Hayes School for Jewish boys for a grant towards the reduction of debt. 
‘The managers state that the sum of £1,000 has been allocated from the 

variable grant for the financial year ended 31st March, 1920, on the under- 
Standing that the Council will make a proportionate contribution. The 
net deficit on the working of the school on 3ist March, 1920, was £1,689, 
after allowing for the special grant of £1,000 from the Home Office, and 
was due to the increased cost of maintenance. The school is certified 
for 126 boys, and there are 91 boys under detention for whose maintenance 
the Council is responsible. Onthe basis of the number of London boysin 
the school, the Couneil’s proportion of the deficit would amount to £1,200. 

The accounts of the school have been. investigated, and the Sub- 
Committee are satisfied that it is desirable that the Council should assist 
tke managers in the liquidation of the debt. . 
Opinion, however, that the amount of the grant should not exceed that 
awarded by the Home Office, and they accordingly propose that the 
Council should make a grant of £1,000 to the managers of the 
Hayes School towards the reduction of debt, on condition that His 
Majesty’ s Treasury shall contribute an equivalent amount. 

The Sub-Committee recommended to the Education Committee :— 

(4) That a special estimate of expenditure on maintenance account of £1,000 
be submitted to the Finance Committee in respect of a special grant to the 


managers of the Hayes Industrial school for Jewish boys towards the reduction 
of debt; thatthe estimate be approved as‘an estimate of costs, debt, or liabilit 


under section 80 (3) of the Local Government Act, 1888; and ‘that 'the Council © 


be recommended accordingly. 

(6) That, subject to the foregoing resolution being passed by the Council, 
and to the consent of the Secretary of State, a grant of £1,000 be made to the 
managers of the Industrial School for Jewish boys tow ards the liquidation of debt.
